A Mob Takes Possession of the 
Streets of the Capital. 


Police Feebly Resist and a Scene of 
Carnage Follows. 


Other Foreign News—Elections in Bel- 
gium Attended With Great Excite- 
ment and Some Rioting—A 
Disaster in France. 


Sy Teleqranh to The Times. 

New Yor, June 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| “The Herald's Curacoa 
(W. 1.) correspondent telegraphs addi- 
tional information as to Palacio’s al- 
leged flight. When the report of Pala- 
cio’s flight became known the citizens 
began to cry out ‘Down with the ad- 
herents of the usurper!’’ us free 
from prison our friends!’ ‘Death to 
the rascally police!’ Inthe hands of 
many citizens firearms appeared and 
shots were fired. Almost immediately 
the streets were filled with marching 
rioters. 

The government police and soldiers 
made a feeble attempt to drive them 
back. There was some sharp tiring for 
twenty minutes, during which time 
Many persons were shot. The number 
of dead and wounded is not stated. 

To add to the discomfiture of the Na- 
tionalists word has just been received 
from the tattle fleld that another terri- 
fic engagement has been fought between 
Crespo’s followers and government 
troops a few leagues west of Caracas. 
As in other recent important engage- 


‘ments, the soldiers of Palacio were de- 


feated with greatslaughter. Straggiers 
from the routed army are coming into 
Caracas and spreading the spirit of 
panic everywhere. 


‘ELECTIONS IN BELGIUM. 
Intense Excitement ali Over the Kingdom 
and Some Iioting. 

Bevesers, June 14.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press. Electiotis for mein- 
bers of the constituent assembly, com- 
posed of senators and representatives, 
sitting together to settle upon changes 
tobe made in the coustitution, have 
commerced in Belgium. Returns al- 
ready received show that the Clericals, 
who favor the government’s suffrage 
policy, have reélected many members 
of the last Parliament, while the Liber- 
als, who favor universal or manhood 


suffrage, were victorious in Liege and } 


Brussels. Ministers Bennaert, De 
Bruin and De Burlet and all the party 
leaders were reélected. Great excite- 
ment prevails at Liege, where rival 
demonstrations led to disturbances, In 
Brussels the streets were crowded and 
several free fights occurred. 

Disorders atAth continue. The Cath- 
olic Club is wrecked. A detachment of 
mounted police rode down the people, 
who offered stubborn resistance. Many 
saber wounds were inflicted. The mob 
tore up the street and pelted the gen- 
Garmes with stones. Among the 
wounded is a magistrate. | 

Forty-four Clericals and thirty Liber- 
als wereelected totheSenate. in addi- 
tion, the Clericals head the polls at ten 


| districts where second ballots are nec- 


essary, and the Liberals head the polls 
only in one district. ‘The Clericals 
already have a majority of 40 in the 
Chamber of Representatives. 

At Antwerp serious disorders cc- 
curred, the mob invading the residence 
of a Catholic editor who defended him- 
self with a revolver, wounding one of 
the mob. Several others were injured 
and the mob was finally dispersed by 
gendarmes. Large excited crowds 
gathered this evening in all towns in 
Belgium for the purpose of congratu- 
lating the successiul candidates. 


A SILVER FAMINE. 
in Italy Suffering for Lack of 
Small Change. 

Ress, June 14.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The great scarcity of 
silverchdéngecontinues. Measures have 
been taken to prevent its exportation, 
but they have not remedied the trouble. 
A dispatch from the president of the 
Chamber of Commerceof Milan is re- 
ceived by the Minister of the Treasury, 


complaining of the absoiute lack 
of silver change in Lombardy 
and asking that prompt wmeas- 


ures be taken to remedy the difi- 
culty. Reports tothe same effect are 
received from financial agents in other, 
parts of italy. Stricter orders have 
been given with a view to preventing 
clandestine shipments. An exchange 
agent has been arrested at Turin for 
violating the law fixing a high tariff for 
the transportation of silver.”

APPALLIN G ACCIDENT. 


as Oil Ship Struck by Lightaing—Twenty 
‘Ben Killed. 

Borpzavx, June 14.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press. An appalling acci- 
dent occurred this morning on the Rivert 
Blayo. The British 
steamer Petrolia, loaded with petro- 
leum, from Philadelphia, was struck by 
lightning. A tremendous explosion fol- 
lowed, scattering the deck and upper 
works in every direction, setting fire to 
the vessel and to the petroleum floating 
onthe water. This set fire to a number 
of other vessels on the river, mostly en- 
gaged in civer and coasting trade, and 
they were burned tothe water’s -edge. 
The Petrolia was destroyed and twenty 
of the forty men composing her crew 
perished in the flames,

A BLAZE AT BALTIMORE. 


Resiructive Fire on “on the Water Front— 
Heavy Losses. 

June 14.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] One of the largest fires 
that ever tisited the water front of 
Baltimore started at 2 o’clock this 


afternoon on the old Bay Line wharf.” 


The loss, as near as can be estimated, 
is nearly $1,000,000. The freight 
shed of the Bay Line Company was 
fuily stocked with cotton, whisky and 
general merchandise,, consigned to 
foreign firms. The fire is thought to 
have originated in the cotton by spon: | 
taneous. combustion. | 

Quick asa flash the flames spread. 
Intense excitement reigned along the 
entire waterfront. The Bay Line 
wharf was totally destroyed. - The 
wharf had on it a large warehouse, big 
laundry and newly erected office build- 
ing. Before the schooners Carmina 
and Maston could be towed from 
the wharf they were badly dam- 
aged, as were the four-masted 
ice schooners Wesley. Mamie Howard 
and William Wirt. The flames 
were conquered on the vessels 
but not until considerable damage was 
done. The rigging and cordage of the 
schooner Agustus Welt wer urned 
away, the masts and hull were charred 
and the vessel left a blackened wreck. 
The estimated damage tothe schooner 
is $25,000; insured. The ice was 
Vaiued at $4 aton, of which 1,000 
tons were on board. 

Two barges laden with cotton were 
moored tothe Bay Line wharf and be- 
fore relief couid reach them the cotton 
and barges were burned. All around 
the Bay Line wharf were warehouses 
stored with tons of the most intammapile 
material, andthe firemen worked like 
beaversto prevent the spread of the 
flames. The heat at times was distress- 
ing and many firemen were compelled 
to strip. Many of them were ex- 
hausted by the heat. During @ portion 
of the time the work was impeded by 
streams of molten resin that flooded 
the streets like water. Onthe wharf 
were 5000 bales of cotton, worth $40 
to $50 a bale, and 1000 barrels of 
whiskey, worth $60 to $75 a barrel. 
Other freight and wharf property will 
bring this ‘part of the loss up nearly to 
$1,000,000, partially. insured.

A Crowded Church at Galva Becomes 
a Mass of Ruins. . 


The Death List at Chicago Larger 
Than at First Reported. 


A Tornado in Maine Wrecks Mapy Houseg 
and Capsizes a River Steamer— 
Eight of the Passen<- 
gers Drowned, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Gatva (Ill.,) June 14.—{By the 
ciated Press.] A destructive tornado 
struck this place at 7:30 p.m. yesters 
day. The storm approached. so~ sude 
denly that the citizens had no time to 
reach places of safety. In the Methoe 
dist Church there was a congregationy 
and in the rink a committee had met te 
arrange fora Fourth of July celebrae 
tion. The church was quickly a mass 
of ruins, and the congregation was ime 
prisoned. A humber of people were 
blown down, 
but the inmates fortunately escaped 
without injury: The roar of the storm 
was terrible, and it, was accompanied 
by midnight darkness. The wind car- 
ried everything beforeit. Nearly every 
business house on Main street was un-, 
roofed, and much damage was done by 
water. The Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy roundhouse was totaly wrecked. 

Barnett’s elevator was unroofed and 
10,000 bushels of grain deluged. The 
Rock Island elevator and part of the 
depot went next. The steeple of the 
Baptist Church Was blown off and hurled 
into the street and the church was 
badly damaged. The residence of Au 
gust Olson was blown down and Olson 
was killed instantly. Other members of 
the family escaped miraculously. 

The town today is in a state of de 
moralization and business is suspended, 


The streets are filled with débris of 


every description. Nearly every build- 
ing in the place was more or ‘less dam- 
aged. Considering the wide-spread 
damage, it is remarkable that there was 
not greater loss of life. | : 

The injured are as foliows: George 
Erickson, arm broken; Mrs. Albert 
Erickson, injured internaliy; Mrs. John 
An- 
derson, injured iuternally; Mr. and 
Mrs. N. Yarger, slightly injured; O. M. 
Hempstead, hurt about head; E. Dickin- 
son, leg broken; A. Erickson, hurt in- 
ternally; Mgjdah Carlson, leg broken: 
Nellie Moline, hurt internally, 

The damage is estimated at $2C0,- 
coo. 

The path of the tornado was about 
four miles wide. After ieaving Galva 
the storm took a southeasterly route dp 
Spoon River, doing much damage along 
the route. From Spoon River to Aiton, 
along the path of tle storm, trees were 
uprooted. buildings blown down and 
other dammagedone. A dozen sheep were 
blown from one man’s yard and landed in 
an adjacent field. Torrence Spoor’s 
windmill was blown away and strack 
the residence of George Craven, 600 
yards distance. Craven was riding ina 
road wagon and was carried by the 
wind over a fence into a neighboring 
field. The damage to farmers along 
the path of the storm will amount to 
thousands of dollars. Astrip of coun-. 
try four miles wide and sixteen miles 
long was devastated. 

At Galva, the residence of O. L. 
Peterson has been turned into a hospi- 
tal and the injured are receiving every. 
attention. It was in the Methodist 
Church at Galva that most people re- 

ceived injuries. The ‘edifice was re- 
duced to kindling, and many thri

experiences are related by the rescuers

The sight 
vas such that the ladies in the car had 
turned their eyes'the other way until 
the plague spot was passed. The doc- 
tor said that he was not talking moral- 
ity or religion, just at this time, but he 
was talking trom a business standpoint. 
very tourist that came into this city 
saw this thing, and it was doing a great 
itijury to every piece of property in the 
city, as people will not settle in a city 
where such evils are allowed to openly : 
exist. He appealed to the board to 
take steps to rgamove this glaring evil, 
if possible, and if they cannot be re- 
moved, that they be so harrassed that 
they will be compelled to close their 
doors. 

Mr. Campbell said that another bad

An Alleged Forged Note in Controversy—: 
Temple Street Grade Case—The San: - 
Diego Bank Cashier Arraigned 
—General Court Notes, 


Francisco Quijada, a repulsive-look- 
Ing young Mexican, appeared before 
Judge McKinley in Department Six yes--} 
terday morning for trial upon the 
charge of having placed a number of 
ties upon the Southern Pacific track 
near Burbank on the evening of April 
last. Assistant District Attorney 
McComas represented the prosecution, 
while J. B. Dunlap, Esq., appeared for 
the defense. 
The. jurors selected to try the case 
were: J. Ball, R. J. Bayley, W. S. Brig- 
ham, A, H. Cogswell, I. B, Dolley, C. E. 
Fout, J. Langdon, T. A. McCormick, J. 
L. Miller, J. M. Mitchell, O. E. Roberts 
and J. K. Swanfelt. 
The following witnesses were called 
for the prosecution during the day’s 
session: Robert Robertson, H. C. Pow- 
ell, Lowis™ Cardwell, B. Camillo, Will 
Smith, P, L. Ducasse and Charles A. 
Alexander. | 
Their testimony wasto the effect that 
on April 4 last Quijada informed Sta- 
tion Agent Powell at Burbank, presum- 
ably with the hope of ‘reward, that he 
had seen some boys placing ties on the 
track near by, and that he had asked 
them what they were doing it for, but 
one of them threatened to kill him and 
he ran away. Two trains, one a freight 
and the’ other the San Francisco pas-. 
ger, being due about that time, 
well had no time to ifivestizate, but 
figged the formér and told Engineer 
rtson of the obstruction, which 
wa found to consist of seven ties piled 
uppn the track, and was subsequently 
cleared away by the trainmen. Upon 
stigation the crime was clearly 
ed to Quijada, who, while a prisoner

Conductor Fred, Bayliss, because 
thatofficial had put him off the train 
nearCamulos when he was stealing a 
tide tbout eighteen months ago. This- 
confession, to the introduction of which 
the defense vigorously objected, was 
obtained in. a very peculiar manner. 
Quijada’s cell-mate in the jail, Juan Ve- 
jar, questioned the defendant about the 
matter. one day, but Quijada protested 
his innocence and refused to discuss the 
subject. Finaliy, however, Vejar picked 
ap an old deck of cards with which they 
had been playing, and, telling Quijada 
shat the ‘‘boys’’ in the jail hada method 
of finding out whether or not a man was 
iltv by means of the cards, asked Qui-' 
ada to skuffie them. The latter did so 
and Vejar told him that if a knave came 
put immediately after three kings had 
been dealt, three times in succession, 
he was guilty; otherwise he would be 
\nnocent. 

Quijada agreed to the proposition and. 
to his astonishment the cards were dealt 
just as Vejar had said, three times in 
succession, although he shuffled. them 
well tor himself before each deal. He 
then admitted the hole affair, and as 
the conversation had been overheard 
by Deputy Sheriff Charley Alexander 
and P. L. Ducasse, the defendant was 
heatly trapped. 

Quijada was called to the witness 
stand on his own behalf and admitted 
having made the confession, but swore 
that it was false and that he had made 
it to rid himself of Vejar’s importuni- 
ties. 

At this juncture court adjourned for 
the day and the matter went over until 
this morning.

THE WORLD'S FAIR APPROPRIATION. 

The discussion for and against the ap- 
propriation for a World's Fair exhibit, 
Monday afternoon before the Board of Su- 
pervisors, has resulted in a general awaken- 
ing as tothe interests of the county in the 
matter. The petition presented to the Su- 
pervisors protesting against an appropria- 
tion of $7500 for this purpose, and which 
was liberally signed by the moneyed cle- 
ment ot -the city, is notonly misleading 
but premature. 

The question before the people and the 
Supervisors is whether or not Orange 
county will make an exhibit at the World's 
Fair. According to a bill passed in the last 
Legislature each county of the State its 
given the privilege of appropriating a cer- 
tain amount for this purpose, the amount 
not to exceed that from which may be 
raised by a certain per cent. of taxation on 
the people of the county. The Supervisors 
may or may not make the full appropria- 
tion. So farthere has been no appropria- 
tion asked for. Will Orange county make | 
an exhibit at the World’s Fair? The Super- 
visors can answer yes, or no, andif their 
answer be yes, then the question of the ex- 
tent of the exhibit, or the amount of money 
necessary to make the same will come up 
in due time. 

Owing to.the misrepresentation and the 
prematureness of the petition referred to, 
many men of influence and enterprise who | 
have signed it are placed ina false light be- 
fore the public. Tre TIMeEs reporter inter- 
viewed a number of these gentlemen yes- 
terday, and with but one exception they 
were a unit as to the importance of Orange 
county being represented at. the World's 
Fair, and saidthev were heartily in favor 
of a representation. They said they did 
not have the matter explained to them 
thoroughly before, and that they thought 
with the fact that the Supervisors would 
have full control of the Money that may be 
raised for the exhibit, the public need have 
no fears but what it wouid be judiciously 
expended,
